SLEEPING UPSIDE DOWN 


Every kind of animal, including 
man, seems to have adopted some 
particular posture in which to slecp. 

The ordinary man sleeps either on 
his right or his left side, with his 
knees drawn up. When, however, 
he has endured -xtreme fatigue or 
prolonged pain, a man may fall 
asleep in all sorts of positions. Men 
have been observed to sleep when 
standing or walking, when swimming 
the Channel, or driving a horse, or 
even when bound tc the stake. 

Some animals, too, are able to sleep 
while standing. ‘A dog, especially 
when old, may do so occasionally; a 
horse often does; while an elephant 
never lies down to sleep. 

Long-legged birds, such as_ storks 
and gulls, have been observed to 
sleep balanced on one leg. Most birds, 
however, sleep with their heads turn- 
ed round over their backs. Often 
their beaks are hidden among the 
feathers between the wing and the 
body. But there are some curious ey- 
ceptions to this rule. The ow!) sleeps 
while sitting on a branch; while some 
Indian parrots and bats sleep- only 
when suspended from a tree. 

A duck is the most unconvention: 
of all. This bird sleaps on the open 
water, and during its slumbers pad- 
dles itself with one foot in circles to 
avoid drifting to the shore. 

Even such a bulky animal as the 
sloth sleeps upside down, hanging 
by its four feet and with its head 
tucked between the forelegs. 

The posture adopted by the domes- 
tic cat is typical of many other 
animals. Foxes and wolves _ sleep 
curled up with ‘their noses and the 
soles of all their feet all close togeth- 
er and often covered by their tails. 

Sornpe animals sleep with thelr 
eyes open, others with them closed. 
Nearly all fish belong to the latter 
class, as do also hares and snakes. 
Salmon and codfish are said never 
to sleep at all,

SHIPS OF WAR AND COMMERCE RUSHED -BY 
_ MANY NATIONS TO SUCCOR EARTHQUAKE 
_ VICTIMS 


No Count of Victims Made in Yoko- 
hama, More Completely Destroyed, 
but Loss of Life There Is Terrific 
—Toll Among the Foreign Residents 
Is Greatest In That City. 


The Japanese nation, stricken by 
what is probably the greatest disaster 
of the modern era, turns bravely to 
the tremendous tasks ahead, marshal- 
ling ‘her shattered resources to suc- 
cor the hundreds of thousands who 
suffer from injury and from hunger, 
laying her plans for the rebuilding of 
her ruined cities. 

While the rest of the world hurries 
its ships of war and commerce, deep 
laden with relief supplies, to Japan- 
ese waters, Premier Yamamoto sent 
a message to the people urging them 
to unite in the trying hours through 
which they are passing and appeal- 
ing to them to make a supreme effort 
to relieve the suffering and expedite 
the work of reconstruction. 

The cables say that already orders 
for building materials have heen re- 
ceived in England, while leading con- 
struction engineers and architects in 
New York have offered their  assis- 
tance in making a new Japan. 


Yokohama Destroyed 


Yokohama is a city of desolation, 
far more severely smitten than is the 
capital, Tokio. A message received 
from Kobe at the state department in 
Washington confirms previous word 
that the great port of Japan has 
been completely destroyed with a 
tremendous loss of life. 

The Japanese home office announc- 
ed that in Tokio 30,000 are dead and 
100,000 injured and 350,000 are home- 
less. These are the first official figur- 
es issued. No official count of the 
victims in Yokohama or the other 
cities of the devastated area has yet 
been made. 

A cable from Pekin raports 
a new island has appeared off 
Izu peninsula. The island of Oshima 
has disappeared and it is feared that 
its 10,000 inhabitants have perished. 


Cities Are Crushed 


Tokio, Sept. 6.—Tokio and Yoko- 
hama, separated by only a few miles 
of water, todev Ve ernshed by the 
overpowering forces of an earthqua 
—a series oi upheavals—ihat came 
with scant warning and = hrought 
crashing down the homes and_ busi- 
ness places of these great cities. 

All around for many miles 
cities, towns and villages have been 
dashed from their foundations and 
what the vibrations of the earth 
failed to accomplish was completed 
by fire and tidal wave. 

While entire sections of the capital 
ruins— a very considerable extent of 
the city remains. Not so with Yoko- 
hama, refugees from which place are 
beginning to find their way into Tokio. 
They tell of the terrific destruction 
wrought at that place, which has been 
of vast importance to the commerce 
of the western world. 


Dead Block Streets 


The streets and water courses, can- 
als and seafront, are filled, with dead 
and among the dead are doubtless 
many injured, to whom it has been 
rnossible to take succour. 

In Yokohama, for more 
Tokio. foreign residents and visitors 
suffered loss of life and injury. It 
is estimated that not less than 200 
foreigners perished, but even yet no 
comprehensive account can be ex- 
tracted from the refugees, who 
reached here in an almost exhausted 
condition. 
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other 
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Leap Into Canals 


The overwhelming effects of 
first shock may be realized when it 
is told that thousands of Japanese, 
caught by the flames that swept 
through the city almost immediately, 
driven by the high winds, leaped into 
the canals and, finding no safety in 
any direction, were drowned or over- 
come by the debris which soon chok- 
ed the waterways. 

To add to the 
crevices opened 


the 


dangers, ‘immense 
in the streets, in 
some places isolating entire blocks 
and making it absolutely impossible 
for those within these sections to 


find safety from the fire. 
Many Cremated 

For two days the fires 
raged, destroying possibly 
houses and property, the value 
which cannot be estimated, cremat- 
ing the bodies of many dead, and 
probably ending the sufferings of 
scores of injured. The casualty list 
will be very great; estimates at the 
present time vary from 50,000 upwards 
in Tokio alone. 

How many were killed in the out- 
lying districts is not known, because 
for 9 long time Tokio was cut off 
from communication with the outside 
world.

generous and quick response. 

An initial purchase of food, medical 
supplies and shelter material io ¢ 
forward at once already has been or- 
dered by the Red Cross.

We often hear the expression used, 
“He is a gentleman.” In very few 
cases have those who use such expres- 
sions thought out in their own minds 
just what they mean by the word 
“gentleman.” What is it that  con- 
stitutes a claim to “the grand old name 
of gentleman?” Assuredly it is nota 
matter of clothes.- There have been 
times in the world’s history when the 
different classes of society have been 
more or less rigidly divided, and each 
class has worn by custom, if not by 
law, a certain type of dress. AS a 
result dress might become the badge 
of the upper or gentle class, but it 
was never in truth more than that. 
The class might constitute a claim co 
the dress. The dress never rightly 
constituted a claim to the class. Yet 
here again, as so often has happened 
in human history, the use of a custom 
died out and its abuse survived. In 
other words it became customary, and 
still to a certain extent is customary, 
to judge of a man's character hy his 
dress without consideration of the 
man wearing it. The same mistake 
or lack of insight is applied in other 
respects and judgments are pronounc- 
ed on men based on their accents or 
other superficial qualities or tempor- 
ary attributes which have little or 
nothing to do with the real man. It 
is this basing of judgments on super- 
ficial externals which constitutes the 
essential character of the contempt- 
fble person, the snob. 

All this does not by any means infer 
that the character of a gentleman is 
consistent with a total indifference at 
all times to outward appearances or 
expressions of speech. On the con- 
trary, there are occasions when a 
careful observance of these things is 
demanded of a gentleman, lest by his 
neglect of them he should fail in the 
essential characteristics of his qual- 
ity. Perhaps the main foundation 
stone of the character of a gentleman 
might be described as unselfish con- 
sideration for others. A gentleman, 
thatis to say, will avoid unnecessarily 
hurting the feelings of others, or caus- 
ing them distress or harm in any way. 
Sometimes the capacity so to avoid 
causing distress {s a matter of appar- 
ently natural instinct in an indivi- 
dual, in which case we say of him 
that he is an instinctive gentleman. 
At other times it may be the result 
of careful training and keen observa- 
tion. There are men with the in- 
stincts of unfeeling selfish brutes, who 
yet by training have acquired the hab- 
it or capacity of concealing either 
altogether or partially and on neces- 
sary occasions their lower characters. 
That is the dangerous type, which 
often inisleads the careless observer. 
It is a type which again may be 
divided into two species, the man 
who knows that he possesses lower 
instincts, recognizes and hates them 
as being lower, and because they are 
lower and he does so hate them—at 
least in his better moments—sets out 
to crush them. With such a man all 
may be well in the end. His training 
of himself may in time become 
equivalent to instinct. The other 
species is the man who regards his 
lower instincts as his favourites, but 
reconizes that the exhibition of them 
under certain cireumstances may in- 
volve him in inconvenience or un 
popularity, and therefore merely eon 
ceals them temporarily under a mask 
of better things. To this species 
Welongs that all too common. type-- 
the man whois a “perfect gentleman” 
in dre:s and deportment at a dinner

It does not seem a very exacting or 
difficult code this of the gentleman.

supenficial considerations or for the 
even more unworthy reason of our 
own self-interest. If we took ‘time to 
think of just what we meant by the 
word, it is possible that we might be 
far less ready to give the name of 
gentleman to some of our acquaint- 
ances, or to deny it to others. 


——_—_—, 
TOO MANY OFFICIALS 


Our attention has been recently 
called to the action of the Provincial 
Government in delegating to the muni- 
cipalities work hitherto done by the 
Government and calling upon the 
municipalities to appoint the neces- 
sary paid officials to carry out such 
work. In the present state of the 
finances of the average municipality 
any increase of expenditure involves 
no little hardship for the individual 
farmers. In some cases it is prac- 
tically impossible for the municipali- 
ties to comply with the Government’s 
instructions from sheer lack of funds, 
and we should not be surprised if 
they intimated that fact to the gov- 
ernment. It is a quite laudable aim 
on the part of the government to have 
both its own departments and those 
of the subordinate authorities in the 
rrovince equipped and staffed in an 
up-to-date fashion, but it is a mistake 
to try to obtain such an equipment at 
the cost of over-loading the commun- 
ity with taxes. A man starting in 
business with a small capital in a 
small community does not, if he is 
wise, at once set up an enormous 
building with all the latest mechanical 
devices and with a staff to match it. 
Such a building and such a_ staff 
might well be the most efficient even- 
tually for the purposes of the business, 
but if set up too soon, it will crush 
and bankrupt the business with over- 
head expenses. It is difficult not to 
believe that that is what is happen- 
ing in Alberta and indeed all over 
Western Canada. The proportion of 
government or municipal officials to 
the whole population is too high and 
the result is an overloading of the 
community with taxes. No doubt the 
professional official, giving all his 
time to the work, does that work well, 
but the point is that under certain cir- 
cumstances he is too expensive, how- 
ever well he does his work. It fs 
equally true, no doubt, that to starve 
a government in the interests of econ- 
omy may result In getting no govern- 
ment at all worthy of the name, and 
in a consequent loss of efficiency and 
organization In the community. There 
is, however, a medium in all things, 
and in the case of the Alberta Gov- 
ernment there would seem to be a 
need for a drastic overhauling of the 
whole machinery of government, and 
for a realization that while it is com- 
paratively easy to suggest valuable 
additions to that government machin- 
ery in various directions, it is neces- 
sary to remember the proverb about 
cutting our coat according to our 
cloth, and to leave such improve. 
ments until we are in a position to 


make them without overstraining our 
capacity. It is futile for the govern- 


ment to avoid the odium of appoint.ng 
new officials and so adding to its 
budget deficit, if it Is at the same 
time sending out instructions to the 
municipalities to appoint new offi- 
clals. Whether they are provincial or 
officials, they have to be

PROFESSIONAL ADVERTISING 


It is a tradition of long standing in 


British countries that members of the 
so-called professional classes such as 


doctors or lawyers should not adver- 
tise or hunt for business in the way 
that so-called tradesmen do. In 


the extent of allowing professional 
“cards” to be inserted in newspapers 
but in Great Britain this is not allow- 
Only the modest name on the 
plate at the door reveals the where- 
abouts of the haughty physician, sur- 
geon, or man of law. Even the com- 
paratively large signs fastened above 
the doors of professional offices 
among us would be regarded with hor- 
ror in more stald and old-fashioned 
Britain. Anything in the nature of 
canvassing or touting for business 
is still officially frowned on. There 
is no regular law preventing such ad- 
vertising, but the custom of the pro- 
fessions and the drastic power given 
by the law to these professions to 
regulate their own internal discipline 
are practically equivalent to a law. 
The lawyer who infringed this rule of 
professional etiquette would be Hable 
to find himself haled before the dis- 
cipliné committee of his trade union, 
otherwise knownn as The Law Soci- 
ety, accused of disgraceful and unpro- 
fessional conduct, and perhaps struck- 
off the rolls, Which means that he is 
legally prevented from practising as 
a lawyer again in Canada unless re- 
instated. Of course, ingenious and 
unscrupulous individuals try to find a 
way round the rule with more or less 
success. Touting for business may be 
forbidden, but can it be called totuing 
if one gives a fellow citizen a friendly 
hint that if his next breach-of- 
promise action or the next case of 
alcoholic poisoning in his family is not 
put into the hands of the friendly 
hinter, then the said friendly hinter, 
his wife or wives, his children and 
their heirs, successors and assigns 
whomsoever will from henceforth and 
forever buy his or their household 
goods, chattels, furnishings, food and 
equipment of all and any description 
whatsoever from _the aforementioned 
citizen’s deadly business rival? No, 


no, nobody can fairly call that touting! 


for business, at least,’not unless he 
wanted that breach-of-promise case or 
poisoning case for himself, in which 
circumstances he is a grasping cur- 
mudgeon and his opinion is of no 
value whatsoever. 

However, the main point is that 
there seems to be no reason for this 
rule against professional advertising. 
Why should some bright young doctor 
or lawyer or ‘banker be compelled to 
blush unseen like the gem of purest 
ray serene the dark unfathomed caves 
of ocean bear, merely because he is 
not allowed to call attention to him- 
self in some sprightly or original 
fashion? How much _ brighter—and 
more profitable, too, though of course 
that is not why we make the sugges- 
tion—would our advertising columns 
be if they contained such notices as 
these:

HANGS IN BALANCE 
AS LEAGUE FALTERS 


Geneva, September 6.—The peace 
of the Balkans, with the alternative 
of another general war which may in- 
volve all Europe, hung In the balance 
today as the council of the League of 
Nations hesitated. 


If the council decides to ignore 
Italy’s claims, and adjudicate’ the 
ItaloGreek dispute despite the 


threats of Premier Musolini to with- 
draw from the league, it will merely 
be an issue of strength between Italy 
and the League of Nations 

If the council declines to assert {ts 
right and power to answer Greece’s 
request for mediation, statesmen of 


the leading nations declare the  fol- 
lowing things will -happen: 
League May Collapse 
1. The whole structure of the 
|league will be undermined and the 
society of nations will collapse. 
2. Four treaties which ended the 
world war will be imperilled for 


clauses which bind their signatories 
are similar to those of the covenant 
of the league. —~— 

3. Decisions of the league by which 
several smaller nations are abiding 
against their will will be mullified. 


Uurged to Stand Firm 


As the council met today to formu- 
late its fateful decision, telegrams: ar- 
riving from all parts of the world, de- 
manding that the league “stand pat” 
in the dispute, and refuse to give way 
to Italy. 

The assembly of the league was 
jo have held a session this morning 
but adjourned to clear the decks for 
the council whose decision is expect- 
ed today.

Five Italian cormmissicners 
slain at Janina, and Italy, holding 
Greece responsible, occupied Greek 
territory and demanded indemnity. 

Greece proposed an _ international 
investigation of the assassinations, 
and protested to the League of Na- 
tions against the punitive measures 
instituted ‘by Italy. The latter 
country denied the league's authority 
in the matter, and threatened’ to 
withdraw from that organization If 
the subject were discussed. Italy 
held that the council of ambassadors 
at Paris was the only body compe- 
tent to adjudicate the matter. 


Much More Involved 


So much more is ‘involved, how- 
ever, than a mere question in dispute

between Italy and Greece that the 
gravest consequences may result 
from the league council's decision. 


Already Jugo-Slavia, which acguiesced 
unwillingly in a recent decision by 
the league, is asking if its functions 
are to say what small nations do 
while larger ones do as they please. 
The Serbs would ‘be one of the first 
to make difficulties in the Balkans, 
{t is believed, if the league collapses 
of fails to assert its authority.

OOK at the boards at your feet, the walls which 
surround you, the roof over your head, the chair 

in which you sit, and your furniture. All are products 
of the Canadian forests, and practically everything 


you come into contact with in the day depends on the 
forest for one or more of its component parts, Then 
tal:e the foods you eat, the paper you read by the 
wood fire at night; the food is produced by Cana- 
dian farmers who depend on the forest for a regular 
supply of moisture, the paper is composed largely of 
wood pulp. It is almost beyond comprehension—the 
amount of lumber used by Canadian industries each 
day, and the amount used in construction and in the 
development of the country each year. Canada’s 
prosperity, her whole future, is one with that of her 
forests. 

Ontario alone gives employment to 17,000 men 
in the bush; pulp and paper mills in the same province 
employ 8,000 men, and the amount of capital invested 
in the two industries amounts to over $150,000,000. 
Yet, for every tree that is felled, for every log that 
helps to keep the wheels of industry moving, for every 
board that is used in construction, twelve are destroyed 
in the forest by fire. This means that forest fires con- 
sume twelve times the amount of the lumber which 
is the life of Canadian industries, and that each year 
fire is depleting the forests which should hold 
back the rain fall so as to ensure throughout the year 
the moisture which is the life of the farm. Five hun- 
dred thousand acres of forest are burned over in 
Ontario each year, and the government of this prov- 
ince is burdened with a forest fire protection organi- 
zation which costs $3,000 a day. 

Why is the country put to such a loss? 

Because there are no means of segregating the 
criminal fools and careless! Take the fire which in 
October last took forty-four lives, rendered thousands 
homeless, and destroyed. property valued at eight 
million dollars in the vicinity of Haileybury, the ter-

All Roads : Built and Maintained By 


Government in Future in Quebec 


Premier Taschereau, of Quebec, 
made public an interesting statement 
a short time ago. He was dealing | 
with the ifinancial position of his prov- 
ince. He said that the revenue of 
Quebec was now so buoyant and cer- 
tain that in future the government 
would not only carry on its extensive 
programme of road costruction, but 
would also maintain the roads in good 
condition after they were built. 


He said it ‘would rfo longer be 
necessary to ask the farmers to pay 
taxes for road building, nor would it 
be necessary to ask the municipalities 
to spend money to keep the roads up. 


In addition, he declared, there was 
not much sense putting money into 
roads unless they were kept in good 
state of repair after they wer, con- 
structed. 


So the government proposed doing 
the whole thing, asking for neither 
taxes nor work from the people living 
along the roads. 


Premier Taschereau said that this 


policy was made possible because the 
province is now getting the revenue 
that formerly went tg boot-leggers 
and others. 


‘At the same time, the government 
by controlling all sale of liquor itself 
had abolished the tbar, had practically 
killed the business of boot-legging, 
had reduced drunkenness to a mini- 
mum, had placed beer within the 
reach of the poor man instead of con- 
fining the drinking of liquor to the 
rich, and had assured the sale of 
chemically pure, guaranteed liquor to 
those who bought it. 


In other words, the method of gov- 
ernment control and sale produced 
true moderation, and the revenues of 
the province were benefitting, instead 
of the illicit dealer. 


That is something to think about, 
especially when we, in this province, 
ponder over the revenue tightness 
here, and the constant and heavy 


taxation—with the promise of heavier 
taxation unless something is done to 
keep it down.—Advt.
